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Brunson gives up seat on Elba City Coucilfl

The Elba City Council meeting 
opened Monday evening with the 
reading of a resignation letter from 
District 4 council member Bill Brun- 
son. Brunson gave as the reason his 
recent move out of the district. 

Last weekend he and his wife 
Rhonda moved into their new home, 
which is located atop the hill, on the 
East side of Pea River and are now 
residents of District #3. Council 
members must reside in the district 
which they represent. 

Brunson was also a member of 
the Water & Electric Board and the 
Zoning Board. As he was appointed 
to these positions by virtue of his 
seat on the city council, he also in- 
cluded these positions in his letter of 
resignation. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood explained 
that the council would officially re- 
ceive the resignation at this No- 
vember 27th meeting, but couldn’t 
appoint anyone to replace Mr. Brun- 
son until the first meeting in De- 
cember (Dec. 11). The mayor sug- 
gested council members call him 
with any names for a replacement as 
District 4 council member. The re- 
placement will serve approximately 
ten months or until a newly elected 
city government takes office in Oc- 
tober, 1996. 

A one block section of Academy 
Street, behind the United Methodist 
Church, moved one step closer to of- 
ficial closure. A petition from both 
the church and the only other prop- 
erty Owner facing the street Mahlon 
Mooney, was presented to the coun- 
cil, by Attorney Mark Vaughan, re- 
questing the closure. 

At the next meeting the council 
members will officially approve or 
disapprove the closure. Haywood 
told council members he had dis- 
cussed the matter with the fire chief 
and the chief saw no fire fighting 
problem with the action. 

City Clerk Henry Clark reported 
to the council on a proposal from the 
Alabama Highway Department to 
setile a dispute over 23 manhole cov- 
ers on state highways within the city.

Last year a paving contractor tor 
the state was paid to bring the covers 
up to road level during a resurfacing 
project. Clark said it continued to 
cause problems, including three 
claims for damages to automobiles. 

He reported receiving two es- 
timates for correcting the problem, 
as requested by state officials.

Police Chief 
Bruce Peacock reported an offer to 
sell Elba the needed vest for $199 
each on a closeout. Normally the 
cost exceeds $500 each. The close- 
out vest will still carry the same 
guarantee of quality. 

The vests presently being used 
will lose their certification within the 


next year. 

The matter had been tabled at the 
last meeting, awaiting a financial re- 
port. Haywood pointed out that fi- 
nance chairman Bill Brunson had re- 
signed and therefore there was no 
report. 

The city council approved the 
purchase if the bookkeeper and city 
clerk could assure everyone the 
money was available and the de- 
partment was within budget. 

A proposal from a private am- 
bulance service to make all daytime 
calls and rotate the nighttime emer- 
gency calls was tabled until the next 
meeting. Staats of the firm 
said it would relieve the volunteer 
rescue squad from having to leave 
their daytime jobs and would be at 
no cost to the city. 

Tabled again was a request from 
the public library for some addi- 
tional software to update the com- 
puter system. Mrs. Doris Taylor said 
the new software would allow in- 
ventory control and eliminate the

card system for checking in or out of 
books. Initial cost is $4,750 and an- 
nual update costs are $2,250. 

The second council meeting in 
December would fall on December 
25th. Haywood said that unless there 
was an emergency, the council 
would meet twice on Dec. 11, to ful- 
fill the requirement for two monthly 
meetings. 

Also a work session will be 
planned in January to iron out differ- 
ences with a proposed new per- 
sonnel manual.

History of Rocky Head MB 


Church 

In 1887, down the dirt road left of 
the cemetery location (old church 
building), Mr. Harris Reynolds gave 
one acre of land to the church 
(which had been moved from several 
locations) and a small frame build- 
ing was erected. The first available 
recorded history states that on Janu- 
ary 11, 1896 in conference (business 
meeting) a motion was given for the 
church books to be turned into the 
hands of the clerk, Bro, G.P. Carpen- 
ter. It was also motioned that a treas- 
urer and a sexton be appointed, 
which resulted in the choice of Sis. 
Rebecca Carpenter for treasurer, and 
Bro. C.L. Loyd as sexton. Bro, W.H. 
Henderson, evidently the senior dea- 
con, chaired most of the business 
meetings while Rey. C.P, Larkins 
served as pastor. 

During the year of 1896, many 
church members were brought be- 
fore the church with various charges, 
some of which were forgiven upon 
acknowledging their wrong doing, 
while others were excluded from the 
fellowship. The following format 
was used in the transaction of busi- 
ness: 

A. Open the doors for receiving 
of members. 

B, Invitation of visiting brethren 
to be seated with us. 

C. Absentees noted. 

D. Acknowledgement of events. 

E. Referrals from last conference. 

F, Matters touching fellowship. 

G. Miscellaneous. 

Records show Rev. C.L. Larkins 
serving as pastor 1896-1904. 

In 1907, half acre more was pur- 
chased by the church and the old 
church building was torn down and 
rebuilt. The records from this period 
until November 1919 were not avail- 
able, however, records indicate that 
on December 13, 1919, the Rocky 
Head Baptist Church opened its con- 
ference by singing hymn #492 with 
Rev. D.W. Gray serving as modera- 
tor and Bro. Thomas P. Carpenter 
serving as clerk, In this conference, a 
member was excluded from the 
church for denying her first faith. 

August 14, 1921, we discovered 
the first records of an ordination ser- 
vice for the church, that of Dea. 
W.H. Reed, appearing before the 
presbytery to deliver a short sermon, 


using for a scripture St. Matt. 5:1-14; 
his subject was taken from the four- 
teenth verse. "We are the light of the 
world.” The presbytery proceeded to 
examine the church and the candi- 
date. Finding Dea. W.H. Reed quali- 
fied and granted him license to 

reach the gospel. 4 
POn October 8,, 1927, Rev. MF. 
Howard was nominated as a candi- 
date for pastor, along with Rev. 
D.W. Gray. Rev. Gray was re- 
elected. Down through the years 
many members failing to discharge 
their duties toward the church, were 
excluded from the fellowship while 
others were forgiven upon their con- 
fession, and restored to good stand- 
ing with the church. 

October i1, 1930: The deacon 
board made their report recommend- 
ing Bro, C.C. Belcher and A.W. Wil- 
liams be set aside to serve as dea- 
cons, 

Between September 13, 1930 and 
November 13, i930, Dea. G.T. 
Thomas acknowledged his call to the 
ministry. : 

January 10, 1931: The presbytery 
was formed for the ordination ser- 
vice for Rev. G.T. Thomas. 

March 8, 1931: After examination 
of the candidates recommended by 
the deacon board, Bro. C.C. Belcher 
and Bro. A.W. Williams were or- 
dained as deacons. 

June 13, 1931: Bro. Bert Carpen- 
ter acknowledged his call to the min- 
istry, which the church stated that he 
would be given a chance to exercise 
his gift. 

October 13, 1931: Minutes refer 
to Bro, Carpenter as having license 
to teach, 

January 11, 1936; The deacon 
board recommends that the confer- 
ence consider the ordination of Bro. 
Bert Carpenter. 

February 8, 1936: Bro, Bert Car- 
penter was placed in the hands of the 
presbytery where he was later or- 
dained as a minister of the gospel. 

March 7, 1936: It was voted that 
the second Sunday in August be set 
aside for the annual revival services, 

Rev, D.W. Gray served Rocky 
Head during the period of 1919- 
1937. 

March 12, 1938: Records show 
Rev. W.F. Alford serving as pastor. 

January 5, 1939: Dea. T.L. Lind- 
sey was appointed to serve as assist- 
ant clerk, ' 

October 7, 1939: Sis, Nettie R. 
Lindsey was appointed to serve as 
treasurer of the poor offering and 
president of the missionary club, 

December 9, 1939: Dea, LS. 

Belcher, Dea. C.L. Hooks, and Dea. 
A.W. Williams was appointed by 
Rev, Alford to look out for the 
membership of the church and re- 
port their finding each month, 

October 6, 1940; Motion that 
Bro. D.R, Bell be granted license to 
preach, : 

October 24, 1940: The pulpit 
committee (Dea. C,.C, Belcher, Dea. 
T.L. Lindsey, and Dea, A.W, Wil- 
liams) made their report recom- 
mending the following candidates 
for pastor: Rev, J.C, Sellers and 
Rev. J.W. Young. Rey, J.C, Sellers 
was elected. 

Rev, W.F. Alford served from 
1937-October 1940. 

July 11, 1941: Bro, DR. Bell 


was ordained as a minister and 
turned over to the church. 

February 7, 1942: A letter was 
presented to the conference from 
Rev. Sellers and upon the reading of 
the letter it was motion that Rev. 
Sellers be dismissed as pastor; on 
the grounds that the church wis not 
able to fulfill his requirements. 

Rev. J.C. Sellers served from Oc- 
tober 1940-February 1942, 

May 24, 1942: The church 
agreed and accepted Rev. G.T. 
Thomas as pastor. 

Rev. G.T. Thomas served from 
May 1942-October 1945, 

October 13, 1945: Rev. Odom 
was elected as pastor (who later re- 
signed), 

April 14, 1946; Rev. D.R. Bell 
was elected pastor. 

Rev. D.R. Bell served from April 
1946-October 1947, 

October 1947; Rev. W.C. Autrey 
was elected as pastor. 

July 10, 1948; Preparation was 
made for electrical lights to be in- 
stalled in the church. 

April 1950: Bro. Leo Henderson, 
Bro, C.W. Williams, and Bro. R.F. 
Carpenter were set aside for deacon- 
ship. 

March 10, 1951: Rev. W.C. Au- 
trey offered up his resignation as 
pastor. 

Rev, W.C. Autrey served from 
October 1947-March 10, 1951. 

April 8, 1951: Rev. J.M. Allen 
was elected pastor, 

October 1951: Dea, R.F, Carpen- 
ter was elected chairman of the Dea- 
con Board. 

April 10, 1954; Rev. J.M, Allen 
offered up his resignation effective 
ninety days. 

Rev. J.M. Allen served from 
March 1951-July 1954. 

October 9, 1954: Rev. J.0. Wil- 
liams was elected pastor. 

October 12, 1956: Dea. C.W. 
Williams resigned as a deacon. 

April 11, 1959: Preparation was 
made to have a pump (deep well) 
drilled and Bro. J.L. Williams was 
appointed to serve as financial sec- 
retary, 

August 1959: Bro, Grover Belch- 
er was ordained deacon. 

December 1960: Rev. J.O. Wil- 
liams passed while serving as pastor. . 

Rev. J. O. Williams served as pas- 
tor from October 9, 1954-December 
9, 1960. 

January 7, 1961: Rev. F.D. Belch- 
er was elected pastor. It was durin 
this administration that the churc 
building took on a new look with a 
fellowship hall added, windows re- 
placed and completely remodeled 
and bricked in 1976. 

March 1982: Rev. F.D. Belcher 
passed while serving as pastor. 

Rev. F.D. Belcher served as pas- 
tor from January 1961-March 1982. 

April 1982: Sis. Mozelle McCor- 
mick was elected/appointed as secre- 
tary/clerk. ; 

October 10, 1982: Rev. A.R. Wil- 
liams was elected pastor. Under this 
administration, the following accom- 
plishments have been made: the fel- 
lowship hall was remodeled, ceiling 
fans installed in the sanctuary and 
fellowship hall, copy machine pur- 
chased, church bus purchased, choir 
robes purchased, ceiling suspended 
in fellowship hall, two 5-ton central 
heating and cooling units installed. 

June 26, 1994: Two families do- 
nated two lots on Highway 125 to 
the Rocky Head Baptist Church for 
their future use. 

January 17, 1995: In conference, 
the church agreed to rebuild a new 
building for worship because of the 
internal damage and condition of the 
present structure and being approxi- 
mately 80 years old. Rev. A.R, Wil- 
liams was given the responsibility of 
drawing the outlines of the future 
structure, After several drawings and 
divine guidance, this present struc- 
ture was presented and accepted by 
the building committee. 

March 1995: The membership 
preceded with the building of this 
building and on October 8, 1995 we 
held our first worship service with 
our pastor using for a subject “A 
New Beginning” taken from Romans 
12: 1-2. 

October 17, 1995: An organ was 
given to the new church from the 
Elba United Methodist Church, 

October 25-28, 1995:  Pre- 
dedicational services of the new 
church building, 

October 28, 1995: Cornerstone 
put in place. ‘ 

October 29, 1995; Dedicatorial 
services, Rev. VJ, Coleman of Elba, 
AL preached the dedication sermon. 

ovember 12, 1995; 108th 
Church Anniversary, Rev. A.C, Dar- 
by was the guest minister.

After several minutes of discus 
sion, the commission voted 5-2 
(Wendell Black and Bill Faulk voted 
against the motion) to authorize Cole 
overtime up to $150 per month with 
the time being used to clean the 
mapping and foes building. 

Following a 20 minute recess, the 
commission adopted a set of policies 
and procedures concerning drug and 
alcohol abuse. 

The county attorney, Kenneth 
Fuller, commented, “Basically what 
this does is cover anybody who oper- 
ates a county vehicle; any employee 
of Coffee County who transports any 
passengers; anybody involved in a 
reportable motor vehicle accident; 
law enforcement or administrative 
supervision of any place of confine- 
ment; and any employee who has 
reasonable suspicion of drig-alcoho! 
use.” 

The policy calls for at least 25% 
of the county employees that fall in 
the above categories be tested within 
a year's time. All screening tests for 
drug and/or alcohol will be sent to 
the Alabama Reference Lab for anal- 
ysis. 


The county's policy was pat- 
terned after several others that are 
being used by other county and state 


agencies 

Fuller commented that the policy 
can be changed by the commission 
ers at any time should they desire to 
do so 

Before adjourning, Commissioner 
Lawrence Creel made a motion that 
part-time county employees be in- 
cluded in the 5% pay raise recently 
approved by the commission.
